At a mertfiif! of the Rhode Island Histori- 


cal Society, held ou Tuesday evening, March 
13.1884, tbe Rev. William Elliot GrlfiU, of 
Scheuectady, Xew York, read an entertain, 
ing paper on "Commodore Matthew Calbraith 
J'erry. the 'typical American ATavat Officer " 


Thomas Vernon, in moving a vote of 


thanks to Mr. Grinia. said: Mr. President. 
tbe interesting paper read thia evening, is a 
strong argument for the existence of a Naval 
School like that at Annapolis, where our 
officers are taught not only the art of naval 
warfare, but are also instructed In modern 
language*. literature and international law. 
A knowledge of the principles of Public Law 
may enable a naval officer, In an emergency, 
toflolvean international difficulty by diplo- 
macy, which, otherwise, would necessitate an 
appeal to force. Only an exceptional man 
like Matthew C. Perry, could aupply, by his 
own gifts, tbe want of early Instruction In 
law aud literature. Tbo paper just read is 
also an argument for the exiateuce of &ti 
American navy not only adapted to defend 
onr own ports, from attack, but a ho capable 
of carrying our ft ig to foreign ports, so as 
to Impress other nations with our power and 
our civilization. 


But, Mr. President, this ia an Historical 


Society, and our duty is to weigh, analyse 
aud discuss what is presented to u« for our 
acceptance. Now, tli« tills, "Commodore 
Matthew Oslbraitb Parry, tbe Typical Amer- 
ican Naval officer," is a strong and exclusive 
one. It is the lecturer's ideal conception aud 
representation of what an American naval 
officer ought to be. While entertaining a 
cordial admiration for tbe diplomatic services 
of Matthew Calbralih Perry, I cannot yield 
my assent to tbe claim mada here, to-night, 
that be is "The Typical American Naval 
Officer" The lecturer haa alluded, rather 


ly, but approvingly, to' Commodore 


Perry's treatment of Lieut. Charles G. Hunt- 
er, known as"Alvarado Hunter." After twn 
futile attempts by Commodore Conner to 
capture tbo town of Alvarado, Commodore 
Perry orj*anized a naval expedition, assisted 
also by a brigade of troops, under General 
Qiihwau, to capture Ibis defiant little iowu. 
When Commodore Perry's fleet and General 
Qultmiui'sbtigade.anived before Alvardu, 
they were surprised lo learn, that ou tbe day 
lit fur c their orriral, Lieut. Hunter, lu com- 
mand of tbe little eteamer Scourge, carrying 


n and forty men, had captured the 


town, throwu'fi">rr?.TisPn of om' °m':er !U"1 


two men into tho fort, and gone'nu'tL1?11'"!'. 
Lbo river, capturing other posts. Coimnodm 
Perry was outraged by this conduct of Lieu 
Hunterju capturing n town which bad alroitd 
successfully defied two fleets, and to ink 
wbfch, ho bad organized a third fleet aud 
land-brigade. He bad Lieut. Hunter conr 
martialed and reprimanded in bitterly sever 
general orders, and also prohibited him froi 
assisting In the capture of Tabasco, anotbo 
email town, against which Commodore Perry 
was marshalling his fleet. Now Commodor 
Perry, instead of court martial ing Lieu 
Hunter for his plucky exploit, ought to hav 
complimented him In general orders read up- 
on the quarter-deck of every vessel of tb 
squadron. This is not merely my opinion, hu 
It Is tbe opinion of Capt. William Harwa 
Parker, a distinguished and gifted officer wh 
served under Commodore JL'erry. Perry dl 
take Tobasco with his fleet, but daring thl 
expedition he again displayed bis peculiarities 
During the evening preceding the capture o 
Tobasco, Lieut. Nelson, 
whosobfequently 


distinguished himself aa a general In our <%rm; 
at the battle of Pittsburgh Landing, told 
some of bis young comrades who were boast- 
ing to biro, that they bad been fired upon tha 
afternoon by the Mexicans, that be though 
they were mistaken, and that they bad no 
beeu under fire. Commodore Perry wa* enrag 
edat this bantering remark of young Nelson 
rhom be regarded as making light of an Im- 
portant event; so he suspended Nelsou from 
duty, and ordered him below. Commodore 
Perry'B treatment of Lieut. Hunter's dash 
and Lieut. Nelaon'a innocent raillery are to be 
considered,when we an* called npon to regard 
dim as the type of an American naval officer. 


Now, I cannot forget that I am a native 


of Rhode Island, and a native of Newport, 
where Commodore Oliver Haxard Perry liv- 
ed, where be was burled, and where his 
mighty shade now hovers. I cannot admit 
:be pre-eminence of Matthew C. Perry over 
Oliver Hazard Perry claimed bere.tbis even< 
ng, though endorsed by so distinguished an 
authority aa Admiral David D. Porter, I 
claim that Oliver Hazard Perry best repre- 
sents tbe typo of an American naval officer, 
n the early spring of 1813, he goes to T.ake 
5rie to drive Great Britain from the lake. Ou 
lia arrival there, he finds no fleet, but he 
ireates nnp frnm tbe oaks then crowing on 
be banks of the lake. Having built his 
fleet, and wanting sailors, he makns them 
out of landsmen. His new-made fleet can- 


rope, and Trafalgar to Great Britain. 


On tbe most public equate of Newport 


there haa been placed a fltfttneof Coramodora 
Matthew C. Perry, decorated with emblems 
of his diplomatic visit to Japan. Visitors 
from other states of our country, and foreign- 
ers, as they pass this etatue, naturally sup 
pone that they ice tbe features of Commo- 
dore Oliver Hazard Perry, of Newport, that 
great heir of fame. Newporters are juotiy 
annoyed at this confusion of Ideas, and In 
sympathy with thia feeling, the late Doctor 
David King, President of the Newport His- 
torical Society, and ulco a member of this 
Society, oi.ce said that, alone»ide of that 
statue, there ought to be erected a monument 
to tbe great Commodore, tbe hero of Lake 
Eric, and that it should be a pyramid of 
cannon balls. 


But, Mr. President, I am glad to say, that 


soon, a statue to the great Commodore la to 
rejoice the eyes of patriotic Rhode Island- 
ers. It Is to come, too, from the chiwlof 
William Greene Tumor, a native of New- 
port, who, himself trim to the traditions of 
bis name aud ancestors, upheld the honor of 
Rhode Island unoii tbe battle-field, and shed 
his blood in defence of the Union. At tbe 
late Centennial Exhibition, at Philadelphia, 
his graceful and spirited marbles won uni- 
versal admiration; and, f am sure, that his 
itatue of the great Commodore Perry, will be 
worthy of our Rhode Island hero, and of our 
moat gifted Rhode Inland eculptor.

Shakespeare's rorsouallty. 


A careful consideration of what we 


know about Shakespeare the man leads 
to tbe conclusion Ibat he was one of 
those who play to win;—always, the 
game of life or any other game. Sue 
cess, the getting •and keeping of his 
own, were ihe enJe be kept conatant- 
ly iu view. To this be brought an un- 
equaled knowledge of men and things, 
and an ability in affairs whicb, con- 
sidering the limited fluid of his action 
iu this reppect, seems to have been 
not inferior to his other personal gifts. 
He presents to us the strange and ad- 
miradle union of a good manager and 
a great poet, an economist and a writ- 
er of fiction, a player and a man of 
thrift. 
Like many other men—can 


we not say like most other men—vastly 
his inferiors, be had two natures: 
Shakespeare the poet was one man; 
Shakespeare outside the realm of poe- 
try was another man. The two orbits 
in whicb bis duel nature revolved did 
not overlap; they did not even touch. 
Unlike and far above all the rest of 
Ihe world in some things in this he 
was like many of the humblest of his 
worshipers. 


Now it is sadly sure that success in 


life, the success which consists chiefly 
n rising from poverty to wealth,is, 
with very rare exceptions, the accom- 
paniment and the consequence of a 
certain hardness of nature. Success- 
ful men are those who make bard bar- 
gains with the world, and hardly hold 
to them. If to this quality they add 
tact, the power of managing, the pow- 
er personally plaasing those 
with 


whom they are brought in contact;

and if, moreover, they have brilliant 
talents, their success attains the point 
of splendor. All these qualities seem 
to have been Shakespeare's; all this 
success be certainly did attain.' 


The notion that a good poet must 


be a good man may be dismissed 
without'' further consideration, not- 
withstanding th'e respectability of the 
names by whicb it is supported. In- 
deed, all general rules of moral judg- 
ment, all opinions of men formed upon 
classification, are futile and Irustwor- 


passage that way. But the black horso lhJ- A man ia an individual, and 
pushed into tbe stream, and when we

my two bank robbers in the parly. 


We returned to Booneton, and after 


tbe rascals had been lodged in jail, Ibe 
one whom we bad captured upon the 
road, and with whom I had changed 
horses, turned State's evidence; and his 
story was just about what I bad expec- 
ted. He said that the gang bad been 
together for several years, operating 
in different parts of the country. The 
horse had been trained by one of their 
number, who bad been an old circus 
performer, and had been taught, when 
sent away from home without any 
breakfast, to dash off with tho victim 
as he had done with mo. This was 
done to avoid any bloody scones near 
the highway. But tho victim was not 
always taken to their cavernous retreat. 
When a prize was expected, some of 
the gang stationed themselves along 
in the wood between tho two streams, 
ready lo stop tho horse, and despatch 
thoentrapped traveler; but! was as- 
sured that, if I had been taken across 
tho first brook, I should bavo mot my 
death very quickly afterwards.

We ouly kuovr lhat be was civil iu 
hia demeanor; lhat his conduct united 
with hia great mental gifts to win him, 
standing in the lowest social position, 
tbe favor of thoae wbo were in tbe 
hitches); that Ben Johnson loved him 
(his recognition of Ibe merit of Every 
Man iu his Humour brought Ben into 
notice) aud thought him bouest and 
of a free aud open nature; that, being 
ouly an actor and a plavright, he rose 
rapidly from absolute poverty to very 
considerable woaltb; tbat to please the 
coarse tastes of a considerable part of 
ibe public, by pleasing whicb he pros- 
pered, be wbo wheu be spoke judici- 
ally denounced indecency as bad in 
morals and bad in art made his plays 
more copiusly,more grofi&ly, and more 
ingeniously indecent than any otbers 
known to modern literature; that he 
sued one of his Stratford townsmen 
for £1 15s, lOd, and another for £6, 
and getting judgment against tbe lat- 
ter, and not being able to arrest him, 
be proceeded against bis surety; Ibat 
be did not save his father from simi- 
lar prosecution on the part of his cred- 
itors, but that he did buy from the 
Herald's College a coat-of-arms for 
tbat father, and a patent of gentry 
full of falsehood, of which be at least 
was cognizant; and thatwnen William 
Combe, tbe squire of Welcombe, pro- 
jected the inclosure of a large part of 
the commonfields at Stratford-on Avon 
and there was great opposition iu the 
interests of such men as Shakespeare's 
father, and the poor agricultural labor- 
ers, he, notwithstanding entreaty, 
stood by the rich, grasping squire. 


We may be suro that Shakespeare's 


life was, according to the manners 
and morals of tbe time, decorous— 
considering bis profession, 
notably 


decorous; that big manners were in- 


and, above a" things else 


he was prudent. That after hie first 
bitter experience at Stratford of the 
consequences of youthful imprudence 
the guiding rule of his life wa>, ".Nul- 
luni numen abesZ, si sit pmdentia'," 
that he was at'the least prudently just; 
that be was prudently kind in his ac- 
tions, and perhaps more; tbat it prob- 
ably was agreeable to him to be more 
than prudently courteous; tbat ho 
manifested impruedcntly no personal 
resentments or dislikes, and that he 
brought, wilb notable discretion, nil 
bis gre.r.t faculties and all bis intuitive 
knowledge of the world not only to 
his task of play-wrlling, but to the 
advancement of bis fortunes and the 
elevation of his social posilion.—At- 
lantic Monthly for Auyust.

iflcr tlie events of tlie last lesson, Da- 
vid com mi t ted the great sin of his life. 
The prophet Nathan reproved him sharp- 
y. David was couvicted by his own con- 
science, became humbly and truly peni- 
tent. This Psalm is an acknowledgment 
of his sin, and confession of his great 
j^uilt, and contains u humble praper for 
"orgiyencss. In that age many kings 
would not have thought David's acts sin- 
ful. 


I. 
Confession and supplication. It Is 


n. peculiarity of the Bible that it contains 
full accounts of the sins and follies of 
is heroes. It makes no attempt to con- 
ceal or apologize for their failings. They 
ivcd in ages of the world comparatively 
dark and unenlightened. They were sur- 
rounded by gross and corrupting influ- 
ences. They were men. of like passions 
with other men. They had to contend 
with adverse influences sucli as beset 
other men hi their times. Sometimes 
they yeildcd to these inllucneos and fell 
into sin. Many tilings which they did 
were not regarded as siu by tlie morality 
of their age. In judging of their charac- 
ters they arc entitled to the privilege of 
being judged largely according to the 
moral standard of their own times. Ile- 
gurdcd in this way, it will be found that 
the men whom the Bible commends, 
whose character it approves, were men 
standing upon amoral plane far above 
Lhat of the age in which they lived; they 
were conspicuous for virtue aud right- 
eousness in spite of their sins. 


Another peculiarity of the good men 


of tlie Bible Is that they are always deep- 
ly penitent for their sins as soon as they 
see that they arc sins. Of this wo have a 
striking illustration in the life of David. 
He w:is ;i great sinner, and yet he was a 
man "after God's own heart"; not be- 
cause he was a sinner, nor because lie 
was a righteous man, but because, being 
a sinner and seeing himself as such, real- 
izing his slnfiilness, he was truly peni- 
tent for his sins. Penitence proves itself 
bincere by full and hearty confession. 
Tills David made more tlianoiico. Under 
the faithful preaching of tlio prophet Na- 
than, and tliu light of the Holy Spirit he 
saw tlie blackness ofhtsgiiilt.nml humbly 
to God with confession aud supplication 
for mercy and forgiveness. In lho Psalm 
we study today lie pours out tho sorrow 
of Ills soul In view of his sins. lie had 
sinned greatly against men, had done 
wrongs that no penitence could undo, 
but they wore as nothing in comparison 
with his sin against God. To him he 
makes confession as if no other being 
had been sinned againstin his transgrus 
sions. Here must everysinncr conic Hrst. 
To God, before all others, must he make 
his confessions, then can he go to Ills 
J't'lluwmen with suitable acknowledg- 
ments for all olfensus commiled against 
them. 


II. Prayer for filcansing. 
David real- 


ized that no pure .stream could flow 
from an unclean fountain. No sooner hud 
he made confession of his .sin and pray- 
ed for pardon than he began immediate- 
ly to ask- tliathis heart, tbe source of 
liis character, might be maile clean, and 
that unholy appetites and sinful passions 
night be taken away, in order that he 
might not again be led into sin by their 
nfluciicc. 
It is not enough that sins be 


urgivcn; the roots of sin must be rc- 
noved; the sources of sin must be 
;lcansed ; the bad disposition must bu 
nade sweet and healthful. 
Only thus 


can we have any assurance that the ex- 
perience of sinning will not 
continually 


repeat itself and go on increasing in 
lower and mischiovousness. 


III. Holy desires. What a man de- 


.iirus, that will he pray for, that will he 
work for, that will he earnestly strive to 
obtain. 
David prayed that his heart 


might be cleansed and a right spirit re- 
newed within him in order that holy de- 
sires might he awakened in his heart, 
tnd that he might be impelled by them 
toward right actions. He dc.-ured the 
whirling presence of the Holy Spirit in 
his heart, he de->in-.! the joy of .salvation, 
not .simply for the ^ako of bin own Jmp- 
pino.ss, but that lie might bo enabled to 
each trans»ri:ss"rs the right way, and 
lead sinners into tin: path of conversion. 
No higher or purer desire could animate 
his heart, nor can \vc chorish any that Is 
nobler. 


IV. 
Accent able sariflccs. 
David's 


keen spiritual vision pierced the shell of 
Jewish ritualism. He saw what was con- 
cealed within; he perceived the true sig- 
.ilflcance of sacrifices and 
offerings. 


They were valuable, not for themselves, 
but for what they expressed. Their true 
_nd higncst worth was found In the ex- 
pression they made of the condition of 
the heart of the one offering them. The 
heart being right, It was itself the best 
tlfcring, the most acceptable sacrifice 
that any one could bring to God. That 
he would not refuse; that he would gra- 
ciously accept, and because of It would 
bless him who brought it. We are re- 
leased from the liiw which compelled the 
Jewish worshiper to bring bullocks and 
lambs to the altor of God's temple, but 
not from the higher requirement of the 
sacrifice and offering of humble and con- 
trite hearts. These every one may bring. 
He lias them, or may have. He ought to 
have them, and having them he will de- 
light to bring them to tho altar of his 
God, and bringing them, hi* offering 
will bo accepted and his noul will bn 
richly blessed.

After

broken grain filled with chess and 
other weed seed) it is the general 
experience of poultry breeders that 
good clean wheat fit for market is 
the cheapest feed for hens. 


In many places straw has a value 


for feeding or for sale entirely above 
what it is worth as manure. 
With 


some kinds of grain, as rye and oats, 
Baving the straw in good order is 
quite as important as saving any 
part of the crop. 


The appearance of chess in fields 


where only clean seed is sown, is ac- 
counted for by the fact that the seed, 
if buried too deeply, will lie dormant 
for y'cars 
and 
germinate 
when 


brought near 
the 
surface 
under 


favorable conditions. 


There is some compaint among 


the farmers about alsike clover, that 
it makes no second growth. It is 
generally left to ripen its seed, in 
which case, of course, a second crop 
ought not to be expected; but if 
cut earlier there will be little feed 
later in the season. 


soon after which begin to mow it, 
cutting high at first, and once in two 
weeks, and as the growth increases 
and strengthens, cut once a week. 
It is hardly necessary to add that 
the ground should be got ready in 
the autumn before sowing, so that 
the seed may be put in the first thing 
in spring. . 


Established lawns should ho mow- 


ed as often as once every four or five 
days during the rapid growing sea- 
son, and less frequently later. Ifcut 
often enough, the grass need not bo 
raked off, but left as a mulch. It is 
only when a taller growth is cut 
that laklng is neeJed to prevent the 
dead grass from choking the lawn 
mower at the next cutting. Late in 
the season set the mower to cut 
high, so as not (o expose the roots. 
A well-made lawn will never need 
watering, as richness and depth of 
soil will obviate it. 


At this season cows are more apt to 


decrease their yield of milk from lack 
of pure water than from any other 
cause. 
They will drink from stag- 


nant pools only when forced to do 
so by extreme thirst, and this ne- 
cessarily Implies decrease in milk 
yield, besides danger of tainting the 
milk with offensive matter in the 
drink. 


Every farmer should have a good 


supply of strawberries. Now is the 
time to set the plants, the earlier 
the better, and if well cultivated a 
good ciop may be expected next 
season. If the work is delayed un- 
til September, as it often is, it might 
about as well be loft until the follow- 
ing spring. A year's time will be 
lost cither vfny, 


A large proportion of grass for 


hay is left too long before cutting. 
The reason is that it cures- more 
readily after it is partially dried 
•while standing. But much of the 
value of the hay is thus lost, and the 
chance for a second growth is en- 
tirely 
destroyed. 
Most 
Lite-cut 


pieces of grass have to be plowed up 
the following season at latest. 


' Scalding the milk will 
usually 


remedy diarrhoea in calves, and this 
is much better thnn using 
drugs, 


which are apt to injure digestion. 
In obstinate cases a putl-ball squeez- 
ed into the milk and mixed with it 
will remedy matters at once. 
But 


it is unfortunate if such irregularities 
in digestion are allowed to occur. 
They commonly result from improp- 
er methods of feeding. 


If onion seed are sown very thick- 


ly in August on ratlier poor soil free 
from weeds it will make a multitude 
of sets that will be very valuable for 
growing early onions next spring. 
The object is to make the onions as 
small as possible, since the smaller 
they grow the more sets there will be 
in a bushel. 
Sets are worth eight 


to twelve dollars a bushel, according 
to size and the comparative supply 
and demand. 


One cause of much of the bad 


butter in market is the unclean con- 
dition of many farmer's cellars. De- 
caying vegetables taint the air, and 
their odors are absorbed b}' the milk, 
to reappear in whatever is made from 
it. If the meat barrel becomes at all 
tainted, it should be at once remov- 
ed. In fact, wherever milk 
and 


cream arc kept in cellars they should 
be in different rooms from the pork 
barrel. 


Japanese Square*. 


Might be well utilized in the de- 


coratiou of a bright screen, or made 
up as a substitute to the wire blind. 
Intermingled with squares of crotchet 
or guipure they form besides an- 
timacassars,-long and fireplace cur- 
tains, quilts, and even quaint tea 
aprons, edged with yak lace. 
Em- 


ployed singly they make 
various 


salable trifles for a bazaar, such as 
sachels, blotting cases, square flower 
boxes, hand-screens, in a black bam- 
boo frame. In the shape of a table 
cover they offer a good way of turn- 
ing to account scraps of plain silk, 
joined together by an insertion of 
guipure or Swedish lace j the crepe 
squares are surrounded by silk bat- 
tlements each of a different color, 
and stitched with contrasting shade, 
or edged with a tiny lace! But no- 
where is their full effect shown so 
well as when artistically dispersed 
on a dark-grounded screen, or as a 
wall decoration. 


A small piece of resin dipped in 


the water which is placed in a vessel 
on a stove, will add a peculiar pro- 
perty to the atmosphere of the room, 
which will give great relief to all 
persons troubled 
with a 
cough. 


The heat of the water is sufficient to 
throw off the nroina of the resin, and 
gives the same relief that is afforded 
by a combustion, because the evapo- 
ration is more durable. 
The same 


resin may be used for weeks. 


In making new lawns there are a 


few simple rules to be observed, 
•without compliance with which suc- 
cess can not be relied upon. These 
are summed up in the Country Gen- 
tleman in the 
following 
concise 


manner: 


1. Take plenty of time in prepar- 


ing for them. 


2. Grade moderately, rounding off 


eharp points or declivities. 


3. Undcrdrain. 
4. Plow and subsoil, if adraifisible. 
5- Make the soil uniformly rich, 


deep and even. 


6. Harrow well and repeatedly. 
7. Mtke several Inches at the sur- 


face fine, rich and mellow. 


8. Sow the «ced early in spring, 


at the rate of two bushels of clean 
gcedpcr acre, raking, rolling, or 
brushing it In; or sow chaffy needs 
five or ilz buihcls per acre.

Tho "Medical Summary," rocom- 


meiuig the external use of buttermilk to 
hulius who tiro exposed to tan or 
hTckles. 


Spirits of camphor and starch itp- 


pliud to a burn will extract tlic fire and 
give speedy relief. The starch should 
be kept moistened with the camphor. 


Rhigoliue spray is recommended in 


the treatment of neuralgia, especially 
of the po:tia duo of the seventh nerve. 
H is said to give almost instantaneous 
relief, and in some cases to eftcct a 
complete cure. Its action is explained 
on the supposition that the intense cold 
effects a radical change in the nutrition 
of the nerve. 


In one dozen cases of poisoning from 


the bite ot the rattlesnake, iodine prov- 
ed curative, given in ouo or two drop 
doses of the tincture every hour, ac- 
cording to the severely of the case. In 
one instance, "where the patient was 
swollen terribly, mottled spots appear- 
ing over the entire hody, breathing 
with great difficulty, and apparently 
near death, four drops of iodine were 
given every hour, with entire recovery. 


There is nothing new in saying that 


lemon juice is good for malaria ; or, In 
other words, that it is useful to com- 
bat intermittent fever by the victims of 
that disease. A French medical jour- 
nal recommends a decoction of the 
fresh lemon, tiiat is, a lemon cut into 
slices and boiled In a now earthen pot, 
making, practically, a lemon tea. It is 
to be given four hours before the fever,

CHOCOLATE PDDDISO.—One quart 


milk,three ounces grated vanilla choco- 
late, thiee tablespoonfulsofcornstarcb, 
two oggs, half cup of pulverized sugar, 
boil the milk; stir in the chocolate, 
starch, sugar and beaten yolks of the 
eggs, and bake; when the pudding is 
cold, beat the whites of two eggs to a 
froth, stir in a half cup of pulverized 
sugar; place tins frosting on the pud- 
ding and serve. 


. FRENCH 
LEMON 
CDSTABD.—Milk, 


one quart; eggs, four; lemon, one; 
sugar, six ounces. Put the sugar in tho 
milk and use only the lemon peel; boil 
the milk, sugir and peel fifteen 
or 


twenty minutes; beat the yolks of the 
eggs to a cream,and add to the boiling 
milk; boil all-till it is thick. Never use 
the whites of the eggs, but if any like 
to they can; but they must he whipped 
to a froth and one pint more ot milk 
added. 


PINEAPPLE PUDDING.—Line a deep 


and buttered pudding-dish with slices 
of sponge cake; slice some pineapple 
in very thin slices and put it into the 
dish; cover a layer ol pineapple with a 
layer of cake, and so on until the dish 
iflull; scatter sugar plentifully over 
the pineapple; the top layer of the cako 
should be moistened with water and 
have sugar scattered over it. If you are 
the happy possessor of a pudding dish 
with an earthen cover, put this over 
the pudding, otherwise cover it vrith a 
dinner plate nnd bake slowly lor an »^Ti~i~»^T^S7'*' 
hour and three quarters. Tho cover or 
plate should be buttered.

THE OIUG1X OF TBB 1'IIIUSK THAT 18 JCST 


SOW OK SUCH 1NTEHEST. 


An old farmer who lived somewhere 


on the HifUsou, bulow Albany, wns ill 
the habit of taking a few summer board- 
ers to eke out the earnings of the farm. 
Like most farmers who take summer 
boarders and have at the same time a 
convenient market for their produce, 
tills thrifty successor of the Knicker- 
bockers was accustomed to send all the 
best products of his farm and garden nnil 
the choicest butter from his dairy to 
market, often returning from towu with 
inferior articles which he hud purchased 
at a greatly reduced price, safely hidden 
away in his wagon box to be smuggled 
into the kitchen and palmed oil' upon 
the confiding boarders as home-grown 
produce.

Invested in petroleum production since 


ittfiO is estimated to be more tlian 81-'V 
000,000, of which 3^00,000,000 wns capi- 
tal from New York city. Since 18SO more 
than SJy.OOO.OOO tins been used in bJild 
ing iron tanks, and nearly as much in 
pipe lines, all by one corporation. A 
35,000-barrel tank in ninety feet in diam- 
eter and twenty-eight feet high. There 
is a lateral pressure ofG.OOO pounds on 
each square inch of a tank of this size 
when full of oil. There is 100 tons of 
iron used in constructing one. 


The speculative transactions in petro- 


leum represent more than $400,000,000 
annually. The lowest price crude pe- 
troleum ever brought was lOcentsabar- 
rel in 1801. In 1859, when there was on- 
ly one well in existence, Col. Drake's 
Pioneer at Titusville, the price was 824 
a barrel. Resides the 5,000 miles of pipe 
Hue in use in the oil regions there are in 
operation 1,200 miles of trunk pipe lines 
connecting the regions with Cleveland, 
Pittsburg, Bulliilo, New York and Hues 
building to Philadelphia and Baltimore. 
In the line between Orleans and NewYork 
16,000 barrels of oil are transported dai- 
ly. These lines arc all the property of 
tlie Standard Oil company, except one 
between liradford amlWUUum.sport, Pa. 
Tho Standard 
employs 
100,000 men. 


The product of its refineries requires 
tlie making of 2^,000 oak barrels of 
forty gallons cacii, and 100,000 tin cats 
holding live gallons each, every day. 
The first American petroleum ever ex- 
ported was in 1SC2. 
Charles Lockurt, 


of Pittsbitrg, sent nearly f;00,00'Jgnllon.s 
to Kurope in that year and sold it for 
*-',000 les.s than cost of tran.-portation. 
In 16;;;; nearly -10u,000,000 gallons were 
exported, for which 5*JO,OOu,000 were 
returned to this country.
